sentiments, and I trust that you will carefully 
enforce their observance jn all partggt India, *T 
mode in which dormané claims on lands now 
uncultivated and aL genes boat are prapostkl 
to be dealt with will be’ referred ‘to in a subse 
quent part of this Despatch. 

5. The waste lands in different parts of India 
are found under such varying conditions that it 
would be difficult, af not impracticable, to deal 
with all in the same manner. In the greatgr part 
of the country no materink objectjbw to the pro- 
as plan may perhaps be sagficipated ; bunt in 
distant and wild tracts the case wi? be widely 
different. In paragraph 4 of the Reavlggon st 1s 
confidently “ anticupated that harmony ginkerests 
“ between permanent Muropean settlers ard the 
‘ half-eivilized tribes, by whom most of the waste 
“ Districts aud the country adjoinigig them are 
thinly peopled, will conduce to the! rial andl

Differences and qnarrelx endfhy in 
Riftaye and bloodshed might avige, which wold 
lef to’ the necessity of employing an armed 
force for their suppression, Such has been the 
resalt of our experience in many of our Colonial 
posseations, of which a signal example may lo 
found in the revent uahappy ceourrences in New 
Zealgaid. It is untorbunately the oase that’ 
situations such as those referred to are, from their 
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climate, thg best adapted to European constity- 
tions, and, therefore, not unlikely to attract British 
settlers; but placed as they are, to use the woids 
of the Resolution, beyond the reach of the 
ordinary agencies of Government, the necessity 
of afforuing protection to such seattered Karopeang 
as might settle on them would render then occupa- 
tion by British subjects a souree, in a aa 
sense, lather of weakness than of strength to the 
Indian Government, and would certainly imvolve 
an amount of expenditure fa: outweighing any 
advantages which could be expected from wt I 
youst, therefore, deure that the greatest caution be 
exeraised in allowing grants of land im outlying 
Districts, where the arrangements lor the protec-

14. Bat the objection to the measure iw much 
stionger when apphed to ryotwarry Distmeta, in 
which, it is declared in paragraph 33, ‘lands

20. It is evident from the letter under reply

81. In order to prevent such a result, T have 
to desire that so much of paragraph 50 as pro- 
vides that the price to be paid for the redemption 
of the Jand revenue on erants already made shall 
inno care escecd the rate fixed for lands newly 
eranted may be withdrawn. 

2) tas declared in paragraph 27 that“ the 
“tenure of all waste lands eranted under this 
 Resulation ‘will be that of an heritable and trans-

It must be made perfectly clear by the terms of

25, It appearg to me, however, that an exten- 
sion of the practice. whieh. is. pureud yin some 
Districts, particularly in the Hilly tr uf “the

Madras Presidency, would amply provide for any 
extent of redemption witha view ta.such: setzly- 
ment which would be likely to take place. It 
does not seem probable that the permission to 
redeem would be taken advantage of, eeeptin, a 
comparatively emall number of cases, The rate of 
interest which can be obtained in ordwary trans. 
actions so'far exceeds that which an investment in 
the purchase of the land.agssessment would afford 
that few persons would be likely te adopt that 
durse.

avail themselves of it fn which the asaessment is 
the lowest in proportion to the value of the land. 
On Estates sehere the asseesment is so redeemed, 
the State will necessanly be precluded from rais- 
ing it at any future period. On the other hand, 


the redamption being optional, the owners of land 


on vehich the asscesmeat way now press unduly 
would of course dgghue to avail themselves of thy 
permission, and theycoull not tairly be deprived 
of the relief for which they might reasonably look 
al the neat revision of settlement, because others 
had tuken advantaze :of it and redeemed ther 
assessment. By this arrangement, therefure, the 
Government is clearly subjceted to @ prospective 
loss, Before redemptiou can be permitted in any 
Distriet it is indispeneable, therefore, to ascertain 
that the assessment beara equally on all the

37. It is of course impossible to forese@ to 
what extent the owners of land would be disposed 
to avail themselves of permission to redeem the 
adsesament, bat we must be prepared to meet the 
consequences of the disposition becoming general. 

34 ft the disposition to redeem should exist 
fo any great eatent, and if the power of so doing 
is to be held ont as a boon to the landowners 
veneldlly, 1 1s dificult to see on what principle 
the permission could be restrieted to such pro- 
portion of them only as pay one-tenth of the assess - 
mentin cach District ‘The whole benefit: of such a 
hmited measure might be appropiated by a few 
wealthy landowners, and no advantage whatever 
would he derived from it by thereat mass of the 
occupiers of Jand. The latter bhdy would com. 
plain, and T think with good reason, of being 
unfairly and unjustly treated. It is this class, 
however, whose condition i is so manifestly 
the interest of the Government to raise, and whose 
attachment it is go desirable to secnre.

50. Itis indispensable, of course, that whether 
with u view to redemption, even to the extent 
of one-tenth of the revenue, or to a permanent.

In the 
first instance, whichever course may be finally | 
adopted, a fill, fair, aud eyuable rent must be im- | 
posed on all Jands now under temporary settle- 
ment; and, when that has been accomplished, 
Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that a!

Pro- 
duce from the mterior will be more readily brought, 
to the centres of consuinption or of exportation, 
and the value of Jaud in the interior will be 
thereby inereased ; but, on the other haud, the value 
of the produce of land near large towns and the 
coast will be redaced by the competition of the 
produce of the interior, The probable effect ot 
the Railroads would seem to be towards the equih- 
zation of the prices of produce in diferent purts 
of India, and a general improvement in the wealth 
of all classes ot the country, rather than to otye 
any pecuhar advantage to the landholdeis, 

33. Taat this eeneral umprovement will be 
accelerated by a permanent settlement Hee 
Majesty’s Government cannot entertain any 
doubt. A ready and popnlar mode of invest-nent 
for the inereasing wealth of the country will be 
provided by the ereation of property inland, and 
all classes will benefit by the measure. On the 
agricultural population the effect will be, as 
pointed out by Colonel Batrd Smith in the able paper 
ready reterred to, the clevation of the social eon- 
dition of the people, and their consequent ability, 
not only to meet successfully the pressure oecasion-

tion, and abuse of power. Moreover, as the period 
fur re-settlement approaches the avricultural 
classes, with the view of evading a true estimate 
ofgbe actual value of their lands, gontract their 
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cultivation, cease to grow the most profitable crops, 
and allow wells and watercourses to fall into decay. 
hese practices are certainly more detrimental to 
themselves than to the Goveroment, but their can 
be no question that they prevail extensively. 
The remedy for these evils, the needless occupation 
of the valuable time of the public Officers employed 
in the revision, the extortion of the saburdinate 
officials, and the logs of wealth to the community 
trom the deterioration of cultivation, lies in a per- 
manent settlement of the land revenue. 

66. The course of events which 
antieipated is, indeed, only that which has taken 
place in every civilized country. Experience 
shews that in their early stages nations derived 
olmost the whole of their pabhe resources in a 
direct manner from the produce of the soil, but 
that, as they grew in wealth and civilization, 
the basis of taxation has been changed, and the 
revenue has been in a great degree derived 
mdbrectly by means of imposts on articles whieh 
the increasing means of the people, consequent on 
a state of security and progpertv, bave ended 
them to consume in greater abundance. | am 
aware that it has been stated asx an objection to 
promoting such a course of things in India that, 
in most) Kuropean countries, the advantages of 
this change have been mainly appropriated by 
the large landowners ; but it must be remembered 
that in India, aud especially in the Districts 
under ryotwarry settlement, the great bulk of 
the agricultural population are the proprietors, 
rubject only to the payment of the assessment, 
of the lands which they till; and that, con- 
sequently, the benefit of a permanent secttle- 
ment would he enjoyed, not by n narrow and 
limited class, but by the majority of the people. 

57, The apprehension of a possible fall in the 
relative value of money, which has been previously 
noticed, though deserving consideration, does 
not seem to Her Majesty’s Government to be of 
sufficient moment to influence their judzment to 
any material extent tn dixposing of this important 
quostion. 

58, After the most careful review of all these 
considerations Her Majesty’s Government are of 
opinion that the advantages which may reayon- 
nbly be expected to acerue not only to those 
immediately connected with the land, but to th: 
comunity generally, are safficiently great to 
justify them in incurriny the risk of some pros- 
pective loss ef land revenue in order to attain 
them, and that a settlement in perpetuity in 
all Districts in whieh the conditions absolutely 
required as preliminary to euch a measure are, 
or may hereafter be, fulfilled, is a measure dictated 
by sound policy, and calcnlated to accelerate the 
development of th® resources of India, and to 
ensure, in the hivhest degree, the welfare and 
«ontentment of all classes of Her Majesty’s sub- 
jects in that country. 

50. They consider that the direct mode of mak- 
ing w permanent settlement is preferable to the 
indirect one of obtaining a similar result by eon- 
cading to the landholders the right to redeem their 
ussexament. They do not believa that the power 
to redeem the land revenue is necessary to induce 
the landholders to incur expenditure in the im- 
provement of their property, What is really 
regnired, in order to call into effeetive action 
their enterprise and capital, ig not an exemption 
from all payments to the Government 6n account

been most remarkable. Such errors in the exist. 
ing state of our knowledge regarding the rights 
and interests of the subordinate occupants of the 
soil would not be permitted to recur. 

60. It must Le remembered that, with a view 
to attaining the objects aimed at, of improving 
the condition of the peuple, and enabling them to 
contribute in other ways to the public revenue, 
it is essential that the measure should be generally 
brought into operation. The improved condition 
of a limited number and of an exceptional class 
would add little to the contentment of the popu- 
lation or to the resources of the publie treasury. 
No measure ean be really effective for euch pur- 
poses unless it can be brought to bear on the general 
mass of the population. 

61. Although, therefore, the acquisition of a 
permanent tenure fiee from rent might be more 
acceptable to the European capitalist, it is certain 
that, to the native agneultoral population of 
India, who do not possess capital, permanency of 
tenure, and fixity of rent will @fford all that they 
require, or from which they could derive any 
benefit. To hold out to them asa boon the offer 
of redemption, of which hurdly any 6ne could avail 
himself, would be merely illusory, nor would the 
object be attained whieh 18 prescribed in Lord 
Stanley’a Despatch, that im any recomoggpdation 
which might he submitted the proposed’ "benefits

munit’ geuerally. By the Madras treehold rndex 
it was at first directed that the sales should be 
made without anv reservation of rent, but the 
Planters complained that the capital required for 
clearing the forest would be exhausted in paying 
the purchase money.

ing the Jand tax would 1e more profitably ex. 
pended in improving the land. 

62. In either case, whether the laud revenue 
were redeemed, or itx amount. fixed in perpetuity; 
the benefit of all improvements would equally fro 
into the pocket, of the landbolder, nor econkd he 
have anv difficulty in fiaying the moderate rent 
which is now universally fixed on revising the 
assessments. 

63, Her Majesty’s Goverament have therefore 
determined to limit the power of redeeming the 
land revenue to such cases as are referred to above 
in paragraph 26 ; but they have resolved to aanc~ 
tion a permanent settlement of the land revenve 
thronghout India. 1t will, however, atill remgin 
to be determined how far any particular District 
is in a condition to warrant the practical applica. 
eation of the measure at the present tine. 

64. There are doubtless parts of the Morth- 
Western Provinces, and probubly of the/Paniab,

66, Inthe ryotwarry Jhgtricts of Madras and 
Bombay the difficulties in the Way ofa permanent 
settlement appear to Her Majesty’s Government 
to be the greatest. 

67. Inthe former Presidency the revision of 
the assessment for the purpose of bringing it into 
geordance with the present cucumstances of the 
people and the country has only recently been 
edxvmenced. The existing settlement records, 
which determine the supposed eatent of each 
holding, and, by consequence, the actual rate of 
assessment, sre in many cases untrustworthy, 
It is true that by the increase of cultivation, which 
has ensyed on the reduction of the assessment on 
the higher classes ofgland, a greater aggregate 
revenne has been obtaimed ; and, although some 
increaee may be found practicable im the rates on 
the lower classegp it is probable that the eeneral 
resuit will be a reduction in the average rates. 
At all events there 18 ample evidence that the 
actual incidence of the assessment as regaids 
particular fields or estates requires careful ic- 
adjustment. Tt was with the view of equalizing 
the pressure of the assessment, and with no desire 
or expectation of increasing its amount, that the 
arrangements now im progress, es{imated to cost 
at least three-quarters of a million sterline, were 
sanctioned by the Home Authorities. 

68. In Bombay the reyised assessment, though 
still in progress, hus been, throughout a Inge 
portion of the Presideucy, for many years in oper- 
ation. It is well understuod that the existing 
yutes were adapted rather to the depressed cir- 
cumstances of the sgnecultural population at the 
time when they were wnposed than to the pros- 
pective capavilities of the soil. The measure has 
-bega in all respects successful, and it ts believed that 
thebondition of the people hus advanced so rapidly

If any unforeseen diffi- 
culties cecur there will be time to take mensures 
for obviating them. If the anticipationa of a rise 
in the value of land, or of a depreciation in that of 
the precious metals, should be realized, any loss from 
these sources could be avoided in subseqnent set- 
tlements, and the priacipal objections to the mea- 
sure wonld be in great measure disposed of.

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“ Serupulous respect for them is one of the moat

Districts and the country adjoining them are 
thinly peopled, will conduce to the ‘Material ind 
“moral iaprovement of large classes of the 
“ Queen’s Indian sulyects, which, fpr any sueb 
purposes, have long Leen felt by the Govern- 
“ ment to be almost out of the reaeh of its ordt 
“nary agencies,” I cannot but fear that such 
anticipations ate little hkely to, be realized in 
frontjer Distiicts, such as the Huzara moantains, 
the Hilly tracts on our North-Eastern boundary, 
and other similar localities which are inhabited by 
warlike and predatary clane. It is assumed thay 
half-civilized tribes will be ready to apprecia 
a community of interests between the Euopean 
sqttlers and themselves, I apprehend, on the 


euutrary, that, passionately attached as they are

Ietter of the law of limitation, as defined ly the

In his celebrated Minute of the 
3lat December 1824, Sir Thoraas Munro, then 
Governor of the Presidency of Madras, several 
times refers to this subject, and particularly in the 
following passage: “ No survey usresament of a 
great, Province,” ha says, “can ever at onee be 
“ made so correct as not to require future alteration ; 
‘“when, therefore, it has been completed with as 
‘‘ much care as possible, a trial should always be 
“ made of it for six or seven years. This period 
 wili be sufficient to discover al] detects in the 
‘‘ assessment. A goneral revision of it should then 
‘“‘ be made, and wherever it might be found too high 
“ it should be lowered, and it may then, with safety 
““{o the revenue and benefit to the people, be made 
‘ permanent.” 

61. When once the rent has been properly 
fixed, any increase consequent on the natural pro- 
gress of society will in all probability take place 
but slowly, and reach no great amount until after 
a considerabie interval. It must be remembered 
that, in all the revisions of settlement which have 
taken place of late years, the tendency has been 
towards a reduction in the rates of assessment. 
Whenever the settlements have been carefully 
made, and the capabilities of the country have 
been well ascertained, the probability of any con. 
siderable increase of land revenue appears to be 
bat slight. 

62. The necessity for the reduction above 
noticed seems to have been caused mainly by the 
depreciation in the value of the crops from the 





bear increased taxation in other ferms without 
difficulty ; the feelmg of ownership, or, in other 
words, the absolute certainty of the full enjoyment 
of the reward for all the labour and capital which 
they may invest in the land, will be sure to call 
out all their energies for its improvement. Her 
Majesty’s Government vonfidently expect that a 
people ina state of contentment and progressive 
improvement will be able withont diffieulty to 
contribute to the revenue in other ways to such 
an extent as more than to compensate for the dis- 
advantage of foregoiy some prospective iInerease 
of that from land. 

54. The example of Tanjore may be cited in 
coufirmation of this view. It

These practices are certainly more detrimental to 
themselves than ty the Government, but their can 
he no question that they prevail extensively. 
The remedy for these evils, the needless occupation 
of the valuable time of the public Officers employed 
1 the revision, the extortion of the subm dinate 
officials, and the loss of wealth to the community 
from the deterioration of cultivation, hes in a per- 
manent settlement of the lnud revenne, 

66. The course of events which has been 
anticipated is, indeed, only that which has taken 
place in every civilized country. Eaperience 
shews that in their early stages nations derived 
almost the whole of their public resources im a 
direct manner from the produce of the soil, but 
that as they grew in wealth and eivilization, 
the basis of taxation has been changed, and the 
revenue bax been in a great deeree derived 
indireetly by means of imposts on articles which 
the increasing means of the people, consequent on 
ustate of security and prospertv, have enabled 
them to eongume in greater abundance. I am 
aware that it has been stated ay an objection to 
promoting such a course of things in Jndia that, 
in most European countries, the advantages of 
this change have been mainly appropriated by 
the large landowners; but it must be remembered 
that in India, aud especially in the Districts 
under ryotwarry settlement, the ereat Enik of 
the agricultnral population ure the proprictors, 
subject only to the payment of the assessment, 
of the lands which they till; and that, con- 
sequently, the benetit of a permanent settle- 
ment would. be enjoyed, not by a narrow and 
lumited (lacs, but by the majority ef the oeople. 

57, ‘Tho apprehension of a possible fall in the 
relative value of money, which has beeu previously 
noticed, though deserving eonsideration, does 
not seem to Her Mayesty’s Government to be of 
sufiaient moment to mfluence their judgment to 
any wnnterial eatent in disposing of this importaut 
qu =Lion, 

58. After the most earefal review of all these 
considerations Iter Maycsty’s Government are of 
opinion that the advantages which inay reason- 
ably be expected to acerue not only to those 
immediately eonnected with the Jand, but to the 
community generally, are suffieiently ereat to 
justify them in mcurring the risk of some pros- 
pective lose of land revenue in order to attain 
them, and that a settlement in perpetuity on 
all Districts in which the conditions absolutely 
required us preliminary to such a meaanre are, 
or may hereafter be, fulfilled, is a measure dictated 
hy sound pohey, and caleulated to accelerate the 
development of the resources of India, and to 
ensure, in the highest degree, the welfare and 
eontentment of all classes of Her Muajesty’s sub- 
jects in that country. 

59. They consider that the direct mode of mak- 
ing a permanent setilement is preferable to the 
indirect one of obtaining a similar reault by con- 
ceding to the landholders the right to redeem their 
assesament. They do not believe that the power 
to redeem the land revurue 1s necessary to induce 
the landholders to invur expenditure in the im- 
plovement of their property. What is renlly 
required, in order to call inta effective action 
their enterprise and capital, is not an exemption 
fiom ull puyments to the Government on account 
of their Estates, but the fixing those payments in 
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perpetuity at a moderate and certain amount. 
In Hengal, where ® permanent settlement was 
made with the Zemindars severity years ago, the 
general progress of the country in wealth and 
prosperity, notwithstanding the depressed -condi- 
tion of the peasantry, caused by errors and omis- 
sions in the mode of making the settlement, has 
been most remarkable. Such errora in the exist. 
ine state of our knowledge regarding the rights 
and interests of the subordinate occupants of the 
soil would not be permitted to recur. 

60. It must be rememberud that, with a view 
to attaining the objects aimed at, of improving 
the condition of the people, and enabling them to 
contribute in other ways to the Wes revenue, 
it is essential that the measure should be generally 
brought into operation. The nnproved condition 
of a limited nomber and of an exceptional class 
would add little to the contentment of the popu- 
lation or .to the 1esotrces of the public treasury. 
No measure can be really effective for such pur- 
noses unless it can be brought to bear on the general 
mass of the population. 

61. Although, therefore, the acquisition of 2 
permanent tenure free from rent might be more 
aceeptable to the European capitalist, it is certain 
that, to the native agricultural population of 
India, who do not possess capital, permanency of 
tenure, and fiaity of reut will afford all that they 
require, or from which they could derive any 
benefit. To hold out to them as a boon the offer 
of redemption, of which hardly any ane coald avail 
himself, would be merely illusory, nor would the 
object be attained which is preseribed in Lord 
Stanles’s Despatch, that in any recommendation 
which might be submitted the proposed benefits 
should be participated in by the egricultural eom- 
munity generally. By the Madras freehold rules 
it was at first directed that the sales should be 
made without any reservatiun af rent, but the 
Planters complained that the capital required for 
elenine the forest would be exhausted in paving 
the purchase money. The capital which would be 
absotled in purchasing the fee simple and redeem. 
ing the land tax would Ie more profitably ex- 
pended in improving the land, 

62. Tn either case, whether the land revenne 
were redeemed, or its amount fixed in perpetuity, 
the benefit of all improvements would equally yp 
into the pocket of the landholder, nor could he 
have any difficulty in paying the moderate rent

63. Her Majesty’s Government have therefore 
determined to hhmit’ the power of redeeming the 
land revenue to such cuses as ave referred to above 
In paragraph 26 ; bnt they have resolved to sane.

the udequacy of the amount, or the equality of the 
pressure of the present asypssment. 

66. Inthe ryotwarry Jistrmcts of Madras and 
Bombay the difficulties in the way of a permanent 
settlement appear to Her Majesty’s Government 
to be the greatest, 

67. Inthe former Presidency the revision of 
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the assessment for the purpose of bringing it into , 


secordance with the present circumstances of the 
people and the country bas only recently been 
commenced. The existing settlement records, 
which determine the supposed extent of cach 
holding, and, by consequence, the aetual rate of 
agsegsment, are in many casey untrustworthy, 
Tt is true that by the increase of cultivation, which 
has ensued on the reduction of the assessment on 
the higher classes of land, # greater aggresate 
revenue has been obtained ; and, althongh sume 
increase may be found practicable in the rates on 
the lower classes, it is probable that the general : 
result will besa reduction in the average rates. | 
At. all events there is ample evidence that the | 
actual incidence of the assessment as regards 
particular ficlds or estates requires careful re- 
adjustment. It was with the view of cquahving 
the pressure of the assessment, aud with no desire 
or expectation of incressing its amount, that the 
arrangements now in progress, estimated to cost 
at least three-quarters of a millon sterling, were 
sanctioned by the Home Anthorities. 

68.° In Bombuy the revised assessment, though 
still in progress, has been, throughout a large 
portion of the Presidency, for many years in oper- 
ation. It is well understood that the existing 
rates were adapted rather to the depressed cir- 
cumstances of the agricultural population at the 
time when they were imposed than to the pros- 
pective capabilities of the soil, The measure has 
been in all respects successful, and tt is belu ved that 
the condition of the people has advanced so rapidly 
that on its revision a very considerable increase 
may bo effected in the rates without any undue 
pressure on the resources of the people. 

69. Her Majesty’s Government 
therefore, that, although for different reasons, 
these two Presidencies are not at present generally 
in a condition which would warrant them in an- 
thorizing a permanent settlement of the land;
